COLLECTING TAXES, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 29.—Mr. Anthony’s excellent 

letter on collecting taxes (Aug. 16) brings 
forcibly to view the fact that the system of col- 
lecting taxes in Illinois is a relic of a period that 
has long since passed, and as applied to the 
present is barbarous. There ought to be very 
little tax-fighting in Illinois, and there ought to 
be no tax-sales except where the owners have 
abandoned their lands. 
Taxation is necessary to support every form 
of municipal government, except in those rare 
instances where there is an endowment or prop- 
erty vested in the municipal corporation suffl- 
cient to maintain its cost. 

Taxes are virtually laid in all cases without 
the consent of the tributary. In despotic Gov- 
ernments he is not consulted. In aristocratie 
Governments be can have no voice unless he is 
one of the few who form the aristocratic class. 
In republican Governments the representatives 
elected by a majority of the people very imper- 
fectly represent the desires of the majority of 
the electors, and are adverse to those who op- 
pose them. The taxes imposed, and the pur- 
poses to which they are applied, are often ob- 
jects of the bitterest opposition and censure of 
a large part of the representatives and of the 
people. Yet the taxes fali on all alike. Whether 
they are for good or evil,—are approved or de- 
cried by any citizen, he is compeiled to pay the 
exact amount allotted to him bya power over 
which he hag no control. 

One of the most despotic powers of all gov- 
ernments is exerted when the Caper ae. puts 
its hand into the pocket of each individual and 
takes from each according to its will, without 
reference to individual desires or consent. The 
power of taxation is absolutely necessary ; — 
because of its necessity, it is of all powers o 
government the most liable to abuse by its 
agents. 

The officers are generally not tax-payers, but 
tax consumers; men who live either from 
ries paid directly from the tax or from ns 
gathered through contracts, or by indirect 
means filehed from the tax-payer. Even the 
best of men in salaried office are prone to make 
every exertion to increase their own perquisites, 
and regard the tax-payer only as one from 
whom their revenues can be drawn by pressure. 

And all officers are prone to consider them- 
selves the masters instead of the servants of the 
people, and acting under orders. To illustrate 
this propensity to abuse this power of taxation 
and expenditure we recall that when the consti- 
tution had been adopted fixing a limit to city 
debts, and was about to go into effect, the city 
officers, to forestall its design, borrowed $4,000,- 
000 in excess of the limit. After the fe the 
State relieved us of $2,500,000 debt and turned 
the money into the City Treasury to build pub- 
lic buildings ; but it was all misapplied. More than 
$1,500,000 of special assesament and other funds 
have been misappropriated. There isa floating 
debt of $4,600,000; every dollar of which popes. 
sents misappropriated funds. The defalcations 
of collectors and officers of the Treasury amount 
to about $1,000,000. This isenoughto illustrate 
the tendency to do wrong rather than obey 
orders and remain within the income. The 
amount thus misappropriated in six years is 
$13,600,000, and excceds the whole lawful debt 
of the city. 

On the other hand salaries have been kept up 
to a high point notwithstanding the general dis- 
tressgand that wages in every other department 
have fallen, and that not one-fourth of the em- 
ployes of the eity could earn half they now get 
at any other business than drawing pay out of 
the tax-payers’ pockets. 

Respecting collection of taxes the constitu- 
tion ‘and statute law was plain enough, but, 
concocting means to avoid obedience to orders, 
the officers succeeded in preventing the levy of 
any tax for several years. 

These are a few of the deplorable results 
which follow from the lack of that rigid 
scrutiny of every action in relation to the 
revenue that is absolutely necessary to the 
security of the community. 

' Dufies lad upon lands and imports on the 
property of merchants and other owners of per- 
soval estate have from the first record of 
English laws been the common method of tax- 
ation in the realm of England. This land duty 
has always been laid in proportion to the value 
of the land. From 1692 it has been annual. 
The early methods of collection were 
harsh and caused great discontent 
and hardship among the people. 
Illegal exactions, under claim of right to tax, 
and extensions of dubious power to obtain 
money, brought on a condition of distrust that 
made opposition to the Government seem u- 
essary, to many, so that the opinion of the 
twelve Judges of England was taken at the 
King’s command, and they unanimously return- 
cd that the tax might lawfully be laid and pay- 
ment compelled in case of refusal or refractori- 
ness. Notwithstanding this, in 1687, Hampden, 
not content with the sophistries of the Judges 
to sustain the tax, deferided a suit brought for 
only 20 shillings, and waged a bitter contest in 
the Court, which occupied six months and did 
more to create, and to school the people to de- 
mand, the liberty we now enjoy than any single 
event in all history. Hampden was beaten. 
Seven of the Judges pronounced judgment on 
the ground of the innate necessity for rev- 
enue and the innate right of Govern- 
ment to exact it. Two pronounced for 
the tax-fighter on technical grounds. 
Two gave opinions against the legality of the 
tax, and one was sick. The nation re udiated 
the decision of the Judges, and one of the mild- 
est of modern historians says, „those who had 
trusted to the faith of the Judges were unde- 
ceived, and looked with indignation on 80 pros- 
tituted a crew.” Interwoven into the common 
law in every form and the dearest thing in the 
history of the nation was the security of free- 
hold rights: they were protected by Magna 
barta, and from that date have been the pe- 
culiar boast and pride of the English people. 
The inclination to administer Government in 
disregard of law, of which the continued at- 
tempts to enforce illegal taxes and — 2 — 
frechold rights were indications, caused rebel. 
lion, regicide, anarchy, military rule, and, when 
James sougbt to perpetuate the evils, they 
forced revolution and anew Government, ples.

The principles of the time and the declared 
allegiance to them compelled the judicial decis- 
ions of each State to announce principles like those 
whose seegs were sown generations before the 
nation had its existence, and whose doctrine 

etrated every State at the foundation of its 
stitutions. As soon as a case came to the 
United States Supreme Court it held that “ to 
divest an individual of his property against his 
consent every substantial requisite of the law 
must be shown to have been complied with (4 
Pet. 359; 2 Dall. 316). Chief-Justice Marshal), 
in 6 Wheaton 119, said it was a self-evident 
proposition, that no individual or public officer 
can sell and convey the land of another unless 
authorized to do 80 by express law, and the per- 
son invested with such power must pursue with 
precision the course poy ones by the law or bis 
act will be invalid. Lord Mansfield in Cowper’s 
Report (29) had expressed the same doctrine, 
and had been sustained in cases running through 
the English reports. Twenty-two States had 
concurred in these principles without a syllable 
of dissent, when the principle was repeated in 
the leading case in Illinois: “The proceedings 
prescribed by the Reycuue law are of a special 
and summary character, and contrary to the 
course of common law. The result may often 
be to deprive a man of his property without 
any actual knowledge by him of the proceed- 
ings against it. It is a sound and inflexible rule 
of law that when special proceedings are au- 
thorized by statute by which the estate of one 
man may be divested and transferred to another, 
every materill provision of the statute must be 
complied with. The owner has the right to in- 
sist upon a strict performance of all the ma- 
terial requirements, and = gy of those de- 
signed for his security, and the non-perform- 
ance of which may operate to his prejudice.” 
(14 III. 225.) 

This was by no means the first case; similar 
utterances occur in the first IIlinois Reports 
(Breese 395) and in frequent repetition from 
then till now. Illinois has never been a tax- 
fighting State more than any other State where 
there were attempts to overthrow the princi- 

les of justice and of law. From Maine to 

‘lorida and Arkansas, eve urt had treated 
it as a self-evident proposition, that there must 
be a law and that law must be complied with in 
every substantial requisite by those charged 
with its execution, or a man’s property could 
not be takén from him. 

No State had dissented from the doctrine. It 
cannot be questioned that the substantial re- 
quirements of the law ought to be obeyed by 
the officers of the law who are to take away a 
man’s property without his consent. 

About thirty years ago there was 80 little 
money in Illinois, and business had been done 
so carelessly, making investments in tax-sales 
so precarious, that money could not be obtained 
from those who had not personal property on 
which to levy. All the proceedings had been by 
executive officers, who could not determine the 
existence of any fact, and whose action was al- 
ways subject to impeachment in Court. 

new plan, in which three classes united, 
was proposed, namely: to have a suit brought 
in the nature of asuitin rem against the land, 
to which all the world would be par- 
ties, and all would be bound by the decree. 
One class consisted of those who wished 
to collect the revenue. They felt that, by mak- 
ing sales good, they would hold a danger over 
land-owners that would compel them to pay. 
The moving class were tax-buyers who coveted 
certain tracts of land inthe interior of the 
State, and desired to get them for almost 
nothing. A third and large class believed the 
courts would be honest would render jutig- 
ment for nothing that was not due, and thus 
would form a coustant guard againet illegal 
levies and unauthorized or irregular action. 

All these classes were disappointed. Still the 
rinciple is so gooda one it was estab- 
fished by the new Constitution in 1870 that 
there should be no sale of land for any tax or 
assessment but on the order or judgment of 
some courtof record. The intention of such 
a provision ordained by the eommon 

ple of the State is perfectly clear. 
They intended that there should 
be no unlawful tax sales. Such —— are 
highly penal in their operation and consequeuces. 
Costs are charged at the first step, and a heavy 

nalty attaches to the sale or forfeiture. The 
aw intended that the Court should examine the 
taxes and render an honest and intelligent judg- 
ment in ordering sale. False levies are very 
frequent. This year one town tevies $20,000 to 
—— money misappropriated last year. The 
directors of several school districts have levied 
double the percentage they were permitted to 
levy without an election. If these things ap- 
peared on the face of the warrant the Collector 
would be a tresspasser in enforcing the tax; and 
if not so apparent, the officers who committed 
the malfeasance would be chargeable. But the 
collector makes no levy on goods, and the court 
renders a judgment and orders the land to be 
sold. Courts are never subject to suit for 
wrong judgment; the officer commanded 
to execute the judgment is bound to 
obey, d is protected by the judgment. 
The zudſment is of. necessity a determination 
that the tax is due, so that corruption and op- 
ression in every step of the taxing machinery 
s perfectly safe and is actually very preva 
lent. 

{fthe courts would strictly examine every 
item and reject every one that was doubtful 
there would be very little tax fightipg. A law- 
abiding spirit would grow from a sense of se- 
curity, and honesty and correctness in office 
would grow from the responsibility to such ex- 
amination. 

The courts, however, have been astute to find 
means to shut their eyes so tight that it was al- 
most impossible to open them with anythin 
less than a sledge-hammer. From 1865 to 187 
it was the boast of the Board of Public Works, 
the taxing officers, and the Law Department 
that they would doas they pleased, and we 
could not help ourselves; that it made no dif- 
ference whether they had any law or 
not, the Supreme Court - woyld find 
some way out, or make law. 
The courts actually held in one case that 
though the Assessors did not attempt to obey 
the law, and, by their disobedience, destroyed 
the uniformity required by the Constitution, it 
was a good assessinent, and bqund the land. 
In this they overruled more than 200 cases. In 
other cases they held that the Court would not 
only render judgment without evidence, but 
that they would not compel the production of 
the evidence in the hands of the corporation. 
The very matters on which the suit was brought, 
and which being produced, would show that 
there was no right to a judgment; but the 

arty defending must pay the plaintiff hun- 
dreds of dollars tor certified copies of the docu- 
ments sued on to show that they contained no 
right of action. In a hundred ways the officers 
have been taught to place every obstacle in the 


way of justice. 

This — and reckless disregard of law has 
been fostered, millions lost, and a chaotic con- 
dition established. 

If the laws had been strictly my by the 
courts, no judgment rendered without the clear 

rimary evidence, nothing allowed to go by de- 

ault, the poor would be equally protected with 
the rich, and thebe would be very little tax- 
fighting. 

{f the officers had been taught by such rigid 
eeverity to respect and obey the spirit of the 
laws, these villainous statutes which have got 
the cityinto trouble would not have been —— 
and we would not be having our titles ¢ ouded 
by hundreds of sales yearly as now. But 
olficers accustomed to do as they pleased have 
gotten through statutes in defiance of the prin- 
ciples of the Constitution, written asif the 
thought the people of no consequence at all, 
and officers’ convenience the only thing to be 
considered; and by persistent disregard of 
the desire of the people they have got- 
ten up a more complicated system of tax- 
sale clouds than ever before existed in the State 
There ought tc be no tax sales. There are none 
of moment in the older States. The State 
could carry the taxes and get more money from 
them than now. It would pay the State to 
have a court of taxes. One which, before a 
warrant issues, should examine every step in 
the assessment on proof; should examine eve 
step in making ap levy to be — 
should reject everything not in strict con- 
formity with law, should preserve the evi-

THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN. 

Mr. James Reppars has written a letter to 
the Cincinnati Gazette in which he brings 
out some remarkable facts concerning the 
Mississippi plan and the way it operated in 
four counties of that State. The facts dis- 
closed are worthy the attention of our 
readers as showing the manner in which the 
election was carried by the Democrats last 
year, and inferentially how it will be carried 
by them this year. The four counties to 
which allusion is made are Chickasaw, Co- 
piah, Coahoma, and Colfax. Chickasaw 


County has a black population of 10,069 and 


a white population of 9,830. In 1873 the 
vote was as follows: Republican, 1,463; 
Democratic, 976. In 1875 it was: Repub- 
lican, 987; Democratic, 1,778. How was 
this immense gain secured? On the 26th of 
last January Wu Aux D. Frazzsg, a Federal 
officer, wrote a letter to the Governor 
showing how the Democrats carried Chicka- 
saw County, and a large number af 
witnesses before the Oxford Grand Jury 
corroborated every statement in the letter. 
For weeks prior to the election, the larger 
part of the Democratic party of the county 
was organized into military companies, who 
visited the residences of the most prominent 
colored Republicans and fired into them. 
The Democratic clubs passed resolutions not 
to entploy or lease lands to persons voting 
the Republican ticket. Democratic speakers 
at mass-meetings drew pistols and, flourishing 
them, shouted: ‘‘These are the arguments 
we expect to carry the election with.“ To 
sum up, says Mr. Fam, ff I were to 
state that this county, for two weeks prior 
to the election and one week after, was a hell 
upon earth, I would only tell the truth. I 
was told by Democratic friends that they 
thought my life was in danger, on account 
of the political excitement, and was advised 
by them to be on my guard all the time. 
Almost any Republican in the county could 
tell enough to invalidate a dozen elec- 
tions, if they were not gfraid to tell the 
truth.” 

Copiah County has a white population of 
10,218 and a black population of 10,390. In 
1873 it voted Democratic 1,576, Republican, 
1,784; in 1875 the vote was: Democratic, 
2,435, Republican, 871. The Sheriff of the 
county, in a letter to Gov. Ames, shows how 
this remarkable change in the vote was ef- 
fected. As in Chickasaw County, the Dem- 
ocrats banded themselves into military com- 
panies, armed themselves with guns and 
cannons, and dispersed the negroes every 
time they astempted to hold a meeting. 
Many of the negroes were compelled to remain 
at home and not allowed to vote, and others 
were prevented by intimidation and threats 
of murder. The Chairman of the Executive 
Republican Committee of the county also 
confirmed this statement of the Sheriff. He 
gays: The Democrats are threatening to 
take the Republicans’ lives. They are threat- 
ening me every day. I cannot stir without 
protection. . We want to know if 
this Government will protect the people. It 
is getting so that our clubs.can't meet with- 
out expecting some of our men to be killed.” 

Coahoma County cast 1,295 Republican 
votes in 1873, but only 234 in 1875, the 
Democrats carrying it by an immense ma- 
jority. In this county, the mob compelled

. THE AMERICAN DOLLAR. 

The discussion of the silver question 
through the columns of Tun Tarrsunz by 
various gentlemen has been conducted with 
much ability; but the opponents of silver 
coinage have persistently ignored, except 
where they have denied, the fact that the 
American ‘‘dollar,” the standard unit of 
value by which other values were measured, 
was, from 1792 to 1873, the silver dollar con- 
taining 8714 grains of pure silver. The 
weight of the coined dollar was changed 
several times, finally resting at 412} grains; 
but the weight of pure silver contained in 
the dollar was never changed from the be- 
ginning, but was always 3714 grains of pure 
silver. In the letter of Mr. Wmanm pub- 
lished in Tux TI UN of Aug. 30 He thus 
clearly and accurately states the truth of the 
case : 

At the time the bonds spoken of were issued, 
that dollar was the only legal standard of value or 
unit of the money of the United States. The bonds 
obligate the Government to pay dollars; and the 
question comes up, What did the word dollar 
mean at that time? By referring to the law-dic- 
tionary we find that it meant, at the time said 
bonds were issued, the money-unit of the United 
States as represented by a silver coin containing 
412% grains of silver of the fineness of 900-1000ths; 
and this was the meaning of the word ‘‘doller” 
until the passage of the act of 1873, which, as we 
have seen, transferred the unit - of - value quality to 
the gold dollar, and also deprived the silver dollar 
of its legal-tender quality. 

This covers the point that the dollar,“ 
the unit of the American coinage, was the 
dollar which, no matter what its weight 
may have been, always contained 371} 
grains of pure silver. The “dollar” of 
the United States, therefore, was 3714 grains 
of pure silver. This was never changed un- 
til 1873, when that dollar was abolished, and 
a gold dollar of a prescribed weight was 
substituted. The United States have had 
several “dollars”: 1. The standard dollar, 
the unit of American coinage, containing 
3714 grains of pure silver. 2. The gold dol- 
lar, authorized for the first time in 1849, and 
weighing 25.8 grains of standard gold, or 
23.22 grains pure gold. 3. The silver dollar, 
composed of two half-dollars or four quarter- 
dollars, authorized by the act of 1853, which 
weighed 384 grains, and contained 345.6 
grains of pure silver. 4. The trade dollar, 
weighing 420 grains, and containing 378 
grains of pure silver. 5. The paper dollar. 
All these varieties of dollars were or are now 
legal-tender, the gold and paper dollar for 
all amounts, the trade dollar and half-dollars 
for $5 each, and the old silver dollar, until 
abolished, was a legal-tender for all amounts. 
The gold dollar was not the legal unit 
of American value until the old silver dollar 
was abolished in 1873, and then the gold 
dollar, by express provision of law,was made 
the legal unit. An American dollar, from 
1792 to 1873, was, legally, 3714 grains of 
silver. That was the 2 Jollar of the 
United States. Since March, 1873, the 
American dollar has been, legally, 23.22 
grains of pure gold. That is now the stand- 
ard dollar known to the laws of the United 
States.

A telegram was received in this city yesterday 
from a prominent party in Rostock, in answer to 
inquiries as to the condition of the wheat crop in 
Europe. It read. Wheat below average 20 per 
cent in England, France. Germany; 25 in Danube, 
Netherlands, Italy; 5in Austrian Empire, Russia, 
Belgium; 15 in Scandinavia.” 

The latest advices previous to this were sum- 
marized a few days ago in the New York Bulletin 
as follows: | 


The harvest has commenced nearly everywhere in 
France. The yield of wheat will not be that of an ex- 
ceptional year, but ofa average one. It will not, 
therefore, be comparable with that of 1875, which was 
one of the l st, if not the largest of the century. In 
Hungary, av in the south of Russia, which countries 
are now the granaries of Europe, the crop is also 

with the efception of some localities and districts 
which have either suffered from inundation or from at- 
mospheric accidents. Italy exhibits also a good average 
crop. 


THE MANRKETs. 
The leading produce markets were irregular yee- 
terday, but the fluctuations in prices were not so 
great as has been the rule recently. ‘Provisions were 
again rather weak, wheat ranged somewhat higher, 
corn was firmer, though slow, and rye and barley 
were stronger. The general tendency in bread- 


stuffs was, thus, toa higher range, though the re- 


ceipts were larger than the shipments all round, 
giving a further accumulation of stocks in 
store, with a slight improvement in the shipping 
movement yesterday. The tardinees with which 
grain moves out is the most discouraging feature of 
the present time. Our stock of wheat decreased 
last week, but under such small receipts that we 
cannot expect*to see them duplicated this fall. 
This should be a time of great activity in the hand - 
ling of grain, instead of a dragging period which 
keeps lake freights down to the starvation point on 
nearly the last cargoes of the season. 

Dry goods were reasonably active, and were frm 
all around, while in prints, bleached and brown 
cottons, and some other lines, the tendency is 
strongly upward. Buyers are now arriving in 
steadily increasing numbers, and the prospects are 
flattering for an active and prosperous fall trade. 
The grocery market »regented no new features. 
Trade was fair at firm and unchanged prices. But- 
ter was again in active local and shipping 
demand, and prices were strong at 
the ljately-established advance. Cheese remains 
quiet and steady at 7% @9c for good to best factory. 
In the fish and dried-fruit markets no new features 
were apparent, trade ruling quiet at about previous 
quotations. Leather is moving a little more freely, 
and the general market wears a somewhat improved 
look. Bagging was active and firmer at 23c for 
Stark and 19%c for American. The situation of 
the oi] market was the same as on the two preced- 
ing days. Carbon was excited and advancing, —the 
quotations were moved up \@%c,—while other 
oils were quiet and nominally steady. The quota- 
tions of coal remain as before, but an early and 
marked reduction in the price of anthracite may be 
looked for asa result of the auction sale in New 
York on Tuesday. 

The cargo-lumber market was quiet owing to the 
absence of offerings. There wasa good demand, 
and sales were made to arrive at the recent ad- 
vance. The yard maiket was active and steady. 
Cooperage was quiet and unchanged. Packers 
were picking up the odd lots of their kind of goods 
and storing them for next season, and there was 
about the usual trade in other work and stock.

days’ session at the Grand Pacific Hotel at a late 
hour last evening. As previously stated, the 
principal object of the meeting was the forma- 
tion of a pool on all southwestern business. 
It is understood that the work of the meet- 
ing has been fairly crowned with success, and 
that arrangements were perfected by which 
further competition will be stopped. The pool 
or combination will go into effect Sept. 1, 
and will be inaugurated as usual with a raise 
of rates. 


The rates on corn from Missouri River 
to Chi have been raised from 15 cents to 20, 
and to St. Louis from 10 cents to 15 cents. 
These rates will remain in effect only until the 
10th of September, when another advance will 
take place and rates on corn to Chicago will run 
up to 22356 cents and to St. Louis to 174¢ cents. 

The wheat rates from Missouri River points 
after the Ist of ber will beas follows: To 
Chicago 25 cents, to St. Lonis 20 cents. 

The rates on other freights will be as follows: 

From Missouri River points to St. Louis, Louis- 

jana, Hannibal, Quincy, Burlington, 22 Daven- 
dart, first-class, 60; second, 45; third, 30; fourth, 
20; live stock, $45. From same points to Chicago, 
first-class, 75; second-class 60; third-clase, 45; 
fourth-class, 25; live sfock., $62.50. From same 
points to Toledo, first-class, 80; second-class, 65: 
third- class. 50; fourth-claes, 30. 

It being understood that the live stock rate to 
St. Louis pay Miesouri lines net $45, the rate to 
East St. Louis shall be as much higher than the 
St. Louis rate as cost of transfer from St. Louis to 
National Yards. 

The above arbitrary rates will be charged 
on all business originating east of St. Louis, 
Louisiana, Hannibal, West Quincy, ray eon

Freight forexhibition will be billed from starting 

int on our line, to the station where it leaves our 

ine, or where the fair is held, prepaid, at regular 
tariff rates. Upon its return under the same own- 
ership, and certified to by the Secretary of the 
Fair that it has been on exhibition, it will be re- 
turned to the point on our line where it originally 
started from. free. The limit to the State Fair to 
be held at Ottawa, Sept. 4 to 8, inclusive, will be 
our line in Illinois. 

The limit for county fairs in IIlinois, if held at a 
station on this line, will be the county in which the 
fair is held, and a county each aide. 

If a dietrict fair, made up by agreement of sev- 
eral counties, and held at a station on this line, it 
will include the counties throngh which this line 
passing composing the district the fair is made up 
of, and one county each side of such district. 

District or county fairs not held at stations on 
our line will be limited to such districts or county, 
and will not be allowed the county on each side. 

Thie makes the freight exhibited at State, dis- 
trict, or county fairs in Illinois, not sold or owner- 
ship changed, free one way over this line only.

Extracts from the Criticisms of 
the Daily Newspapers. 


Some Variance of Opinion, but a Gen- 
erally Unfavorable Verdict. 


Mr. Bret Harte’s play, “Two Men of Sandy 
Bar,“ which was produced in this city for the 
first time on any stage July 17, was brought 
out at the Union Square Theatre, New York, 
last Monday night. e third act of the orig- 
inal play, which was cut in the representation 
here, has been restored in New York. We con- 
dense the following account of it from the New 
York Ttsmes: 

Alexander Morton, Sri, is hving in happy part- 
nership with his supposed son, Joan Babel. 
The scene shows the interior of a banking- house. 
Mies Mary enters with the Duchess and Col. Star- 
bottle. Miss Mary has persisted in believing the 
baby ie Oakhurst’s, and comes to confront him 
with itand the mother. The infant is left in the 
hall, however, or at least it is not brought on the 
stage: Oakhurst denies the paternity, and his de- 
nial is corroborated by the mother, whom he at 
once proceeds to abuse, telling her among other 
things that her first husband is not dead. is re- 
lievee Sandy Morton of all responsibility in the 
matter, accordi to the queer morality of the 
pay. and Miss „the modest maiden, ie per- 

ectly satisfied, while Tie Duchess runs off to find 

her husband, taking her child with her, and no 
more trouble is occasioned by either her or it. It 
now turns out that there have been robberies of 
the bank vanit, and a detective has been secretly 
introduced to an adjoining room. A party of four 
burglars enter, tie Oakhurst, and are about to 
take all the funds when the detective bursts in and 
whistles for his men. They do not come, but in- 
stead enters the clerk, who in league with the rob- 
bers attacks the detective. The situation works 
up in the true Bowery style. Col. Starbot(le, who, 
for some unknown reason, has been on the stage 
in a state of drunkenness for a few minutes only in 
this act, and has gone to bed in an adjoining room, 
enters in the nick of time, and with a light cane 
knocks down the clerk and overpowers the entire 
gang of ruffians. And this ends another act, with 
Col. Stardottle this time in the place of honor, —the 
central figure in the tableau. 


There have been some minor changes in the 
construction of the drama, and the cast is very 
different from that with which the play was pro- 
duced here. For purposes of comparisoh, the 
two casts are subjoined:

The New York Tribune says of the play: 

The piece, indeed, contains materialse—by which 
we mean character, thought. sentiment, sion. 
humor, and sententiousness of style—that lift it 
above the American 18 usually acted in this 
period. But, when all is conceded that this im- 
plies, the remaining impeession is that of painful 
effort, distorted form, languid movement, and 
vagueness of signification. The merits are strong 
bits of real character, situations made pathetic by 
the contrast of innocence and repentant guilt, 
flashes of farce fun, glowing and contrasted strokes 
of color, and some epigram of language. The per- 
sons, however, who used to interest when in ry 


—rousing the! nation and touching the heart— 
drop down, in this stage showing, the level 
of coarse commonplace. There are s#ix- 


teen of them,—mosatly Diackguards. They 
figure, through four acts, at or near San

exasperating, and suggests that sort of a tangled 
skein which its owner promptly cuts in two in the 
middle and drops into the fre, by way of making 
it straight. To the spectator who has not read Mr. 
Harte's stories, comprehension of it—involving 
anything like a correct and suitable idea of his 
genlus—would be next to impossible. In brief, 
the method of the sketch is no adequate substitute 
for the method of the dramatist—and the two =

Stuart Robson, will float the play. Mr. Robson 
but little resembled Starbotile, yet he was very 
funny and very clever. Mr. Ha Murdoch, as 
Sandy Morton, made the serious hit of the piece. 
His performance was full of feeling and power, 
and well brought to aclimax. Mr. Farsloe gave a 
skillful and comic portrait of the Chinaman. 


The New York Times says: 

There is not an artistic merit in ti play from 
beginning to end. There are no situations, no 
bursts of eloquence, no sallies of wit. The author 
is not able to handle all his characters at once on 
the scene, and yet maintain the action. The par- 
ties come and go, 81 *. in pairs, and eoliloquies 
are the weak order of the action. Mr. Robson has 
very little chance indeed forhis money. He has 
less time on tite stage than several of the male 
characters are allowed, and then ie allowed to 
speak nothing but vile drivel not in the least con- 
nected with the plot. He does his best under the 
circumstances, but cagnot help failing miserably, 
and does so. The interest the author has attempt- 
ed to create in the piece was designed to surround 
the two men of Sandy Bar, two great hulking boo- 
bies, who blaspheme and talk sentimental bosh 
over each other by turns. Their affectionate 
scenes, devoid utterly of the vivifying spark of 
nature, are nauseating. In short, there is no char- 
acter in the piece or in its characters.“ They 
are unlike anything to be met with on the earth, 
and bave not even the symmetry of lay figures. 
The acting, like the piece, was thoroughly bad and 
aimlees, with the single exception of the part 
played by Mr. Parsioc. 

The World says: 

Considered as a first effort, the drama merits a 
more discriminating notice than we can give it to- 
night. Its principal obvious defects are defects of 
construction. The plot ie ingenious and 3 of 
the characters are entertaining studjes from a life 
quite new to the stage, but inexperience has pre- 
vented the author from developing the action as 
effectively as might be done. . Mr. Robson, 
as Col. Starbottle, was the feature of the piece. 
The character was admirably conceived, and it 
was cleverly sustained. Its enccess was instanta- 
neous, emphatic, and continuous. The Chinaman 
was also taken into popular favor, and it as the 
univerealiy-expressed wish that there hid been 
more of him. Mr. Murdoch misconceives the part 
of Sandy. dressing it too elegantly in the frst 
scene and showing no traces of the hardships and 
dissipation which the prodigal has — — . 
Apart from this, the personation was intelligent and 
effective. 

The Herald says: 

That there are worse dramas than the Two 
Men of Sandy Bar“ we must admit, but none of 
them had as distinguished origin. The drama is 
like Chaos. It is without form and void. Heaven 
forbid that we should attempt to give an idea of its 
plot. The mystery of the play is extremely pro- 
found, and so deep, indeed, that no one can un- 
derstand its purpose. Boncicault, whe makes 

verything clear to the spectator. must have looked 

‘ith astonishment upon this confusion. There is 
no clew to the plot. It unfolds itself, from the be- 
ginning to the end, like that offensive pyrotechnic 
toy. Pharoah's serpent, which stinks and emokes 
as it burns, and expires in useless ashes. It is like 
one of Beadle's dime novels struck by lightning. 
There is not only no reason for its existence, but 
there ise no excnse for it., The **Two 
Men of Sandy Bar“ isthe embodiment of the unpar- 
donablesin. Nothing can redeem it, not even the 
fine scenery with which Mr. Sheridan Shook in- 
closes it, nor the amusing acting of Stuart Robson. 
Parsioe, and their comic companions, nor the 
tragedy of Messers. Hamilton and Murdoch. It was 
really pitiful to see so many fine actors cast in 
euch poor parte, and situations that might have 
been effective turned into anti-climaz es 
The piece, however, was attended with langh- 
ter and applause. and the ny scenes were the 
favorites. Nobody understood it, but nobody 
wanted to understand it. As a curiosity it is worth 
while to waste an evening in seeing it, but as an 
‘* American drama it is an absolute outrage upon 
the intellectual reputation of the country. 


However difficult it may be to understand the 
play, the intelligent reader will agree that it is 
more difficult still to establish harmony between 
the above criticisms. Theaudience seems tohave 
liked the play tolerably, as the Chicago audiences 
did, and the critics not to bave liked it at all. 
The New York Tribune says that Mr. Murdoch 
made the serious bit of the piece; the Time 
ridicules Murdoch; the World gently deprecates 
Murdoch’s make-up; and the Herald virtually 
ignores Murdoch. The Times pities Robson; 
the Tribune and the World congratulate bim. 
The probability is that the restoration of the 
third act has injured the play, instead of im. 
proving it, as we find the severest — 
directed towards this point.

THE COAL TRADE. 
WHAT THE DEALERS SAY ABOUT THE RECENT 
BREAK IN NEW YORK. 

The feeling of uncertainty among the coal 

men continues. A reporter called on several 
coal dealers yesterday, but found nobody who 
was able to state what effect the recent hard- 
coal sale in New York will have on the Chicago 
market. They seemed to think, however, that, 
if it had any effect at all, it would be very 
slight. One thing is certain, however, and that 
is, that the people are now holding off until it is 
known just what turn prices will take in this 
market. Naturally, the trade is quite dull and 
will not be brisk again until people know 
whether they can get coal at reduced 
rates, or whether they will have to 
pay the same that they have been paying all 
along. The three varieties of hard coal are now 
selling for $7.50, $7.75, and $8. Should any 
great reduction be forced, it will go hard with 
the dealers who buy directly from the mines; 
but the agents who represent the mines will 
not feel it so perceptibly. They will retreat 
behind the 2 — assurance that the mines 
can stand it. 
a Some 777 —— in the r- — 
n regard to the cost of getting b vet 
market, anda TRIBUNE reporter obtained the 
following figures yesterday from Robert Law, 
who transports his coal from Scranton to 
Syracuse, thence to Buffalo, and thence to Chi- 
cago. From Scranton to Syracuse, a distance of 
142 miles, freight is 1 cents a mile per ton, or 
$2.13. The cost of transfe the coal from 
the cars to the canal-boat at Syracuse ts B cents 
a ton, and the cost of transportation from Syra- 
cuse to Buffalo by canal is 65 centsaton. The 
cost of transfer from the canal-boat to the lake 
boat at Buffalo is50 cents a ton, and lake freight 
to Ch is 40 cents, or was that much yester- 
day. Adding cost of insurance, something over 
4 cents a ton for the entire distance from 
the mines to C and the total cost 
of transporting one ton of coal for that distance 
is seen to be $3.97. When the coal arrives it 
has to be delivered on the dock. If the dock is 
on the South Brauch, it is worth 10 cents a ton 
to allow it toremain there; but, if the dock be 
near the centre of the city, the price advances to 
40 or 50 centsa ton. Besides all this, there is 
the labor and loss in screening, which amount to 
about 36 cents per ton.

OUT THE LAW RELATIVE TO THE STINK NUI- 

SANCE. 

Au adjourned meeting of the Committee 
having in charge the investigation of Bridge- 
port stinks was held yesterday afternoon at 
Room 21 Kentucky Block. Ald. Throop pre- 
sided, and there was a large attendance. Dr. 


Hoyne acted as Secretary. 

At the last meeting the Health Commissioner 
was instructed to detail special sanitary police- 
men to thoroughly investigate Bridgeport. Mr. 
Merki, to whom, with three other health officers, 
had been intrusted this duty, stated that they 
had been round about the rendering and fertil- 
izing establishments every night since Friday 
last. It was not until Monday night that they 
found stinks, which were at Sherwin’s and 
Shoencman’s. Tuesday night was much 
better for smells. Libby & McNeill’s 
among others, emitted some very foul odors, 
and Obendorf & Shepbard’s was especially of- 
fensive. Ralston’s and Thompson & Edwards’ 


were also offensive. 

In answer to Dr. McVickar, Mr. Merki said he 
dia not know whether the foul gases would be 
experienced in the cityon Monday night. He 
judged, however, that a smell would be felt in 
— part of the city on Tuesday 
night. } 

Mr. Sherwin, with regard to the smell at his 
establishment, said on the night in question a 
large pipe had become disconnected, which hin- 
dered their regular process of consuming their 
smelis from working as usual.
